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Preface 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) has reported an- 
nually on the number of serious, nonfatal injuries and ill- 
nesses involving lost worktime in private industry and the 
frequency of such incidents since the early 1970s. The 1993 
national survey, however, marks only the second year that 
BLS has collected additional information, such as demo- 
graphic and case characteristics data, that is detailed in this 
bulletin. The new data enable researchers to identify indus- 
tries, occupations, and worker groups having a relatively 
high risk of losing worktime due to job-related injuries and 
illnesses and permit researchers to focus their efforts on 

This bulletin has five chapters and several appendixes. 
Chapter | provides an overview of recent enhancements to 
the BLS safety and health statistical program and summa- 
rizes 1993 survey results. Chapter 2 presents the number 
and incidence rates for all types of reported nonfatal inju- 
ries and illnesses (cases wiih or without lost workdays) in 
several hundred industries. Chapter 3 examines sex, age, 
occupation, and other selected characteristics of workers 
sustaining injuries and illnesses resulting in days away from

work. Chapter 4 profiles some case characteristics associ- 
ated with disabling (lost worktime) injuries and illnesses. 
Chapter 5 looks at the median days away from work for 
groups of workers as well as disabling conditions, sources, 
and events.

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Chapter 1. Introduction and Summary Findings 


This chapter provides background information on how 
the survey identifies serious safety and health problems, 
where and how these problems occur, and the workers most 
at risk of sustaining injuries and illnesses. It also summa- 
rizes major findings from the Bureau's most recent safety 
and health survey covering 1993. Chapters 2 through 5 
present more detailed data and analysis from the 1993 sur- 
vey, while the appendixes primarily discuss its operational 
and technical aspects. 


Background and recent developments 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) has long been in- 
terested in developing data on safety and health conditions 
for workers on the job. In fact, the first report in a BLS 
series on industrial accidents in the iron and steel indus- 
tries, issued in 1912, presented information on the frequency 
and severity of injuries, the occupation of injured workers, 
and the nature of their injuries.' 

Not until the passage of the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970, however, was the Bureau delegated 
responsibility for developing a comprehensive safety and 
health statistical system covering almost all employers in 
private industries.’ Shortly thereafter, the Bureau, in coop- 
eration with State agencies, designed an annual survey to 
estimate the number and frequency of work-related injuries 
and illnesses nationwide and for several hundred individual 
industries. 

The annual surveys for 1972-91 identified which indus- 
tries had relatively high rates of work-related injuries and 
illnesses, but shed little light on the characteristics of the 
incidents or the workers affected. Beginning in 1992, the 
annual survey was expanded to provide additional detailed 
worker and case characteristics data on serious, nonfatal 
injuries and illnesses resulting in days away from work. 
And, for these serious iacidents, the Bureau also began to 
estimate the percent distribution and median number of days 
away from work for individual industries, for groups of 
workers sustaining similar work disabilities, and for simi- 
lar occupational groupings or demographic categories.’

The recently expanded survey also enhances the ana- 
lytical capabilities of the safety and health community to 
define and focus on areas of special interest, such as indus- 
tries with the highest rates of disabling falls. Using 1993 
data, BLS analysts prepared a special profile on falls in the 
fied as having a relatively high incidence of disabling inju- 
ries due to falls and lengthier recuperation periods for falls 
than for other disabling events resulting in lost worktime 
in construction. (See appendix D.) 

Besides national data, the 1993 survey provides infor- 
mation for over 40 States and territories on the personal 
traits and case characteristics of lost worktime injuries and 
illnesses and the severity of those disabilities. (To obtain 
this information, see contacts listed for States in Appendix 
G.) 


Injury and iliness counts and rates 

The 1993 survey counted 6.7 million nonfatal injuries 
and illnesses in private industry workplaces, 0: curring at a 
rate of 8.5 cases for every 100 equivalent full-time workers. 
Since 1980, such rates have fluctuated within a range of 
about 7.5 to 9.0 cases per 100 workers. 

Of the 6.7 million total cases, a majority (r«iy 3.8 mil- 
lion) neither resulted in workdays lost nor in restricted work 
duties. Another 2-1/4 million cases resulted in at least | 
day away from work beyond the day of injury o* onset of 
illness. (Information on worker and case characteristics 
was collected only for such cases with days away from work.) 
The balance, about 700,000 injuries and illnesses, resulted 
only in restricted work activity, such as no heavy lifting. 

More than nine-tenths of all 1993 cases reported were 
injuries (6-1/4 million) rather than illnesses (about 480,000). 


Following are highlights of each: 


* By major industry division, injury rates varied from 
12.0 cases per 100 full-time workers in construction 
to 2.5 per 100 workers in finance, insurance, and real 
estate.

© Injury rates also can vary widely among industries 
producing or delivering similar types of goous or ser- 
tractors, for example, ranged from 16.5 injuries per 
100 full-time roofers, siding, and sheet metal work- 
ers to 8.3 per 100 workers engaged by painting and 
paper hanging contractors. 


* Injury rates were higher for mid-size establishments 
(with 50 to 999 workers) than for the smallest and 
largest groupings. However, this pattern varies some- 
what by industry. 


* Manufacturing dominated the list of individual in- 
dustries with the highest injury rates (text table 4), while 
trade and services industries, such as restaurants and 
hospitals, topped the list of industries with the largest 
number of injury cases (text table 3). 


© Illnesses were reported when they could be directly 
related to workplace activity. Ic 1993, three-fifths 
were disorders associated with repeated trauma, such 
as carpal tunnel syndrome, and one-seventh were skin 
diseases and disorders. Long-term latent illnesses, 
such as cancers, continue to be difficult to link to the 
workplace and, thus, are probably under reported. (See 
text table 6.) 


¢ Manufacturing continues to dominate illnesses re- 
ported, making up two-thirds of all new illness cases 
in the 1993 BLS survey. Services industries, such as 
hospitals, composed another 15 percent of the illness 
total. (See text table 7 for industries reporting the larg- 
est number of cases of the dominant illness reported— 
repeated trauma disorders.) 


Demographics of serious injuries and ilinesses 

No one is without risk of serious injury or illness on the 
job, although the risk can vary by ‘dustry, occupation, and 
sex, to name just three factors. The Bureau's annual sur- 
vey has identified industry risk for over 20 years. The 1993 
survey, however, marks only the second year in which in- 
formation collected on worker characteristics permit an 
apalysis of which occupations and groups of workers sus- 
tain disabling (lost worktime) injuries and illness more fre- 
quently than their employment shares would suggest. 

In measuring relative risk for the 2-1/4 million cases 
involving days away from work reported in 1993, case shares 
are compared with employment shares obtained from the 
Current Population Survey, 1993 annual averages, con- 
du-ted by the Census Bureau for the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tastics.*

Sex. Men accounted for two-thirds of the 2-1/4 million 
cases in 1993, a proportion somewhat higher than their share 
(about 55 percent) of private wage and salary employment. 
Although they are a relatively safe group overall, working 
women, nevertheless, accounted for a larger share of inju- 
ries and itinesses in certain categories, such as repetitive 


Age. Workers, aged 25 to 44 accounted for nearly three- 
fifths of the 2-1/4 million case total, roughly in line with 
their share of total employment. The risk of injury and ill- 
ness generally declines with age, although older workers 
have relatively lengthy periods of recuperation from such 
incid 


Occupation. Operators, fabricators, and laborers accounted 
for a larger share (two-fifths) of the survey's case total than 
did any other major occupational grouping. The group's 
injury and illness share far exceeded its one-sixth share of 
occupations had 100,000 or more cases each—truckdrivers, 
All three had shares of the injury and illness case total that 
were more than double their shares of total employment. 
(See text table 8.) 


Length of service. Most workers had at least a year of ser- 
or illness.

Characteristics of serious injuries and ilinesses 

Injury and illness profiles can vary by industry partly 
due to differing work activities, materials and equipment 
used, and work processes. Construction industry workers, 
for example, experience disabling falls more often than 
manufacturing workers do; but factory workers bear a rela- 
tively higher risk of motion-related disorders associated with 
repetitive tasks. The 1993 annual survey helps identify in- 
dividual industries with the highest rates of disabling inju- 
ries and illnesses by specific workplace risk. (See text table 
9.) 

The survey uses employer descriptions of each disabling 
incident to look at the four case characteristics of injuries 
and illnesses involving lost worktime: The physical char- 
acteristics of the injury, the part of the body affected, the 
way in which the incident occurred, and what directly pio- 
duced or inflicted the condition. 

Sprains and strains was, by far, the leading injury and 
illness category in every major industry division. But other 
physical characteristics, such as bruises. cuts, and fractures, 
also were notable, together, they comprised a third to a half 
of the cases other than sprains and strains in each major 
industry. 

The back and other portions of the trunk (abdomen and 
shoulder, for example) were the most common parts of the 


body affected, accounting for 33 to 43 percent of the cases 
reported in cach major industry division. Injuries to arms 
and other upper extremities made up 16 to 30 percent of 
cach major industry's total; and leg and lower extremity 
injuries, 17 to 23 percent. 

Most incidents occurred as the result of overexertion from 
lifting, pulling, or pushing heavy or unwieldy objects or 
persons (often residents of health care facilities), cited in 
19 to 33 percent of the cases reported in cach major indus- 
try division. Being struck by objects was the second most 
common way in which injures occurred, followed by falls 
to the same level. 

No one source of injury or illness stood out. Four major 
categories had a tenth or more of the overall total: Worker 
motion or position; containers; parts and materials; and 
floors, walkways, and ground surfaces. 


Duration of serious injuries and ilinesses 

Millions of workdays are lost to serious injuries and ill- 
nesses cach year, but prior to the 1992 survey little had 
been known about the kinds of cases resulting in the long- 
est absences from work. 

The 1993 survey updates information on the duration of 
injuries and illnesses for the same categories used to de- 
scribe worker and case characteristics. BLS uses informa- 
tion provided by employers on the actual or articipated du- 
ration of cach reported case with days away from work.’ 
The median days away from work for groups of workers or

case calegones were tabulated as well as the distribution of 
cases involving vanous lengths of absences from work. 
The survey found that for disabling conditions the median 
days away from work was 6 days surveywide. Of the 2-1/4 
millon lost workday cases, three-tenths lasted | or 2 days, 
excluding the day of the incident; a third were of 3 to 10 
days duration; about a sixth lasted 1! to 30 days; and a 
fifth, 31 days or more. Injury and illness duration increases 
with age, doubling from @ median of 4 or 5 workdays lost 
for workers 16 to 34 years to 10 days for those 55 years 
and older. This pattern was true for both men and women. 

Carpal tunnel syndrome, amputations, and fractures had 
median days away fromm work that were three to five times 
the national median of 6 days. Relatively lengthy absences 
also were cited for hernias, dislocations, mental disorders, 
Certain types of multiple injuries of equal severity, such as 
“fractures and other injuries,” and gunshot wounds. 

Repetitive motion, such as grasping tools, scanning gro- 
ceries, and typing, resulted in the longest absences from 
work among the leading events and exposures—a median 
of 20 days surveywide. Injuries that were the result of falls 
to a lower level, fires and explosions, or transportation in- 

Median days away from work varied little among the 30 
occupations having the largest numbers of injuries and ill- 
nesses—about 15,000 cases or more per occupation. In that 
group, the median number of days was most commonly 5 
days, with a low of 4 days for cooks, welders, and auto 
mechanics and a high of 8 days for sewing-machine opera- 
tors and 9 days for truckdrivers. Chapter 5 lists several 
other occupations cited for at least 2,000 cases each, in- 
cluding bank tellers and busdrivers, with 10-day medians 
or higher. 


Counts and Rates 


Overview 


During 1993, the Nation's private industry workers ex- 
penenced approximately 6.7 million job-related injunes and 
illnesses, resulting in @ ratc of 8.5 cases for every 100 fuill- 
time workers. After increasing in 1991-92, the incidence 
rate of reported injuries and illnesses fell from 8.9 per 100 
full-time workers in 1992 to 8.5 cases per 100 workers in 
1993.* Since 1980, such rates have fluctuated within a 
broad range of 7.5 to 9.0. (See text table 1 and chart 1.) 
The number of reported cases decreased by about 62,000 
from 1992 to 1993. 

The survey provides estimates of the number and fre- 
quency (incidence rates) of occupational injuries and ill- 
nesses, based on logs kept by private industry employers 
during the year. These records not only reflect the year's 
injury and illness experience but also the employer's un- 
derstanding of which cases are work related under current 
recordkeeping guidelines of the U.S. Department of Labor. 
The number of injuries and illnesses reported in any given 
year can ' ¢ influenced by changes in the level of economic 
activity, working conditions aad work practices, the num- 
ber of hours worked, and worker experience and training. 
Therefore, year-to-year changes shown in the tables and 
charts must be interpreted with caution. 

The industries with the 25 highest injury and illness in- 
cidence rates were in manufacturing, as shown in text table 
2. These high-rate industnes were determined by compan- 
son of the total case rates for injuries and illnesses com- 
bined at the most detailed industry level at which rates are 
calculated and published. 

The data presented in this chapter are based on the in- 
dustry classifications provided in the 1987 edition of the 
Standard Industrial Classification (SVC) Manual, prepared 
by the U.S. Office of Management and Budget. The SIC

was developed for use in the classification of establishments 
by the type of activity in which they are engaged and for 
purposes of facilitating the collection, tabulation, presenta. 
von, and analysis of data relating to establishments. 

The summary level occupational injury and illness data 
for manufacturing are generated at the SIC division, 2-, 3-, 
and detailed 4-digit industry levels. Data are generated at 
the division, 2-, and 3-digit industry levels for agriculture, 


surance, and real esta'e; and services. 

The following sections on the 1993 occupational injury 
experience o! American workers include the number of 
cases, incidence rates, and lost worktime injuries (tables ! - 
3). To a more limited extent, information is presented for 
occupational illnesses (tables 4-5). Information also is pre- 
sented on high-rate industries for several categories of cases. 


Injuries 


An occupational injury is one which results from a work- 
related event or from 2 singic instantaneous exposure a 
the work environment. Injuries are reported if they result 
in lost worktime, medical treatment other than firs: aid, 
loss of consciousness, restriction of work activities or mo- 
tion, or transfer to another job. 


Incidence rates 

During 1993, work-related injuries occurred at a rate of 
7.9 per 100 full-time workers. Among industry divisions, 
the rates ranged from 2.5 in finance, insurance, and real 
estate to 12.0 in construction. 

Goods-producing industries (agriculture, forestry, and 
fishing; mining; construction; and manufacturing) com- 
bined had a 1993 injury incidence rate of 10.6. The lowest 
rate in goods-producing major industry groups (the 2-digit 
SIC level) was 4.3 in instruments and related products 
manufacturing (SIC 38) and the highest rate was 15.6 in 
primary metal manufacturing (SIC 33). 

The service-producing industries (transportation and 
ance, and real estate; and services), employing over seven- 
tenths of the private industry work force, had a combined 
injury rate of 6.8 in 1993. The incidence rates of the major 
industry groups varied from 0.8 in security and commodity 
brokers (SIC 62) to 14.6 in transportation by air (SIC 45). 
Table 1 presents reported occupational injury incidence rates 
by industry. 

As in previous years, private-industry injury rates var- 
ved widely by establishment size. Rates for establishments 
with 50 to 999 employ ~«'s were higher than rates for smaller 
establishments with | to 49 employees and for larger esiab- 
lishments with 1,000 or more employees (table 3). How- 


Number of cases 
Approximately 6.3 million occupational injuries were 


reported in private industry in 1993. The manufacturing 
industry division accounted for just under one-third of the 


total (almost 1.9 millioa cases). The wholesale and retail 
trade industry division and the services industry division 
each accounted for approximateiy one-fourth of the injury 
cases in private industry. Other industry divisions with 
substantial proportions of injunes included construction and 
transportation and public utilities.

Even though nearly | out of every 3 injuries in 1993 
occurred in manufacturing, the 9 detailed industnes report- 
ing the largest numbers of workplace injuries, at least 
100,000 cases, included 8 outside of the manufacturing di- 
vision, as indicated in text table 3. 


Lost worktime injuries 

Two measures are used as estimates of lost worktime per 
100 full-time workers: (1) lost workday cases, which mea- 
sures the occurrence of more serious incidents which in- 
volve days away from work, or days of restricted work ac- 
tivity, or both; and (2) days-away-from-work cases, which 
indicates the frequency of those cases which involved time 
away from -vork. 


Number of cases and incidence rates. Of the 6.3 million 
occupational injuries reported in private industry, almost 
one-half (about 2 8 million cases) were serious enough for 
the injured worker to lose worktime, experierce .. icted 
work activity, or both. Of the nearly 2.8 million lost work- 
day cases, four-fifths were serious enough to lose time sway 
from work. Table 2 presents the number of lost workday 
cases and days-away from-work cases bv industry. 

In 1993, injuries with days away from work occurred at 
a rate of 2.7 cases per 100 full-time workers. Among in- 
dustry divisions, days-away-from-work injnry rates ranged 
frcm 0.9 in finance, insurance, and real estate to 4.8 in 
contruciion. Table 1 presents incidence rates for lost work -

An occupational illness is any abnormal condition or 
disorder, other than one resulting from an occupational in- 
jury, caused by exposure to factors associated with employ- 
ment. Included are acute and chronic illnesses or diseases 
which may be caused by inhalation, absorption, ingestion, 
or direct contact. 

The survey seeks to measure the number of work-related 
illness cases which are recognized, diagnosed, and reported 
during the year. Some conditions (e.g., long-term latent 
illnesses caused by exposure to carcinogens) often are diffi- 
cult to relate to the workplace and are not recognized and 
reported. These long-term latent illnesses are believed to 
be understated in the survey's illness measures. In con- 


trast, the overwhelming majority of the reported illnesses 
are those which relate to workplace activity (e.g., contact 
dermatitis or carpal tunnel syndrome) and are easy to iden- 
tify. 


Incidence rates 

Occupational illnesses in pzivate industry occurred at a 
rate of 61.1 per 10,000 full-time workers during 1993 (table 
4). Incidence rates by industry division ranged from 21.8 
per 10,000 full-time workers in retail trade to 167.2 in manu- 
facturing. 

Illness cases of disorders associated with repeated trauma 
occurred at a rate of 38.3 per 10,000 full-time workers dur- 
ing 1993 (table 4). Incidence rates by industry division 
ranged from 5.4 per 10,000 full-time workers in construc- 
tion to 126.7 in manufacturing. During 1993, the indus- 
tries with the 25 highest reported illness incidence rates of 
disorders associated with repeated trauma were in manu- 
facturing (text table 5). These industries were determined 
by comparing cases at the most detailed industry level for 
which rates vere calculated. 


Number and distribution 

In 1993, slightly more than 480,000 occupational ill- 
ness cases were reported in private industry. Table 5 pre- 
sents these cases by industry division and category of ill- 
ness. (Appendix B lists the categories used to classify 
occupational illnesses, along with examples of each cat- 
egory.) 

Manufacturing led all other industries in occupational 
illnesses, accounting for 300,000 cases or almost five- 
eighths of the total illness cases reported in 1993. Services 
was second, with approximately one-seventh of the new ill- 
ness cases. 

Disorders associated with repeated trauma (e.g., condi- 
tions due to repeated pres«ure, vibration, or motion such as 
carpal tunnel syndrome) made up slightly more than six- 
tenths (about 302,000 cases) of all iilness cases in 1993. 
Over the past several years, disorders associated with re- 
peated trauma have significantly increased in number and 
as a percent of total illnesses reported. While the total num- 
ber of new occupational illness cases increased by 5 per- 
cent between 1992 and 1993, repeated trauma disorder cases 
rose by more than 7 percent during the same period (chart 
2). Text table 6 presents the percent distribution of reported 
cecupational illnesses by category of illness for 1982-93. 

Manufacturing also had the highest number of illness 
cases of disorders associated with repeated trauma. How- 
ever, nonmanufacturing industries’ share of illnesses due 
to repeated trauma continues to increase. In 1993, five in- 
dustries from nonmanufacturing divisions—tetai! trade; 
services; transportation and public utilities; and finance, 
insurance, and real estate—were included in the industries 
with a high aumber of illness cases of disorders associated 
with repeated trauma (text table 7).

relatively high rates of disabling injuries and illness result- 
ing in lost work time, this chapter focuses on the demo- 
graphics of workers affected by those high rates. For ex- 
ample, relatively hazardous industries include not only 
male-dominated work, such as roofing, but also female- 
dominated ones, such as nursing care, as well as work ac- 
tivities that are dominated by neither, such as air transport. 
Besides sex, information on the age, race or ethnic origin, 
and length of service with employer are availabie for in- 
jured and ill workers by detailed industry. 

Just as certain industries are relatively hazardous, so are 
certain occupations and groups of workers. This chapter 
identifies occupations with the largest number of days away 
from work cases, then measures their relative risk by com- 
paring each occupation’s share of the total case count with 
its suare of private wage and salary employment.’ Interest- 
and transport goods or that chiefly deliver services domi- 
nate many of those “high-hazard” occupations. Somewhat 
more variation, however, is evident in the characteristics of 
workers injured while performing these hazardous jobs. 


Sex and age 

Overall, men eccounted for twice as many injuries and 
illnesses with days away from work as women did in 1993. 
In many industries, however, the injury and illness ratio 
between men and women differed markedly from this pat- 
tern. In construction, for example, men outnumbered 
women 50 to 1 among workers experiencing disabling in- 
juries or illnesses on the job; but in health services the num- 
ber of injuries and illnesses to women exceeded the men’s 
count by nearly 5 to 1. (See table 6.) In general, industry 
variations in the ratio of men to women disabled at work 
primarily reflect differences in where men and women typi- 
cally work and differences in the jobs they hold. 

Because the service sector is where a large majority of 
people work, it is where most people sustain serious, non- 
fatal injuries and illnesses, a pattern that is true for both

men and women. Private service-producing industries ac- 
counted for slightly more than half of all serious, nonfatal 
injuries and illnesses to men and nearly four-fifths of those 
to women in the 1993 survey. The Current Population Sur- 
vey (CPS) shows that private service-producing industries— 
sale and retail trade; finance, insurance, and real estate; 
and services—employed about three-fifths of all men and 
more than four-fifths of all women working for wages and 
salaries in the private economy. 

Table 6 also shows that shares of case totals can vary widely 
by industry and sex. For example, health services constituted 
a fourth of all women’s cases reported but about 3 percent of 
all men’s cases. Health services also accounted for about one- 
sixth of all women workers in private industry and for about 
3.5 percent of all working men, or about five times more 
women than men. Women working in health services had a 
higher risk of disabling injuries and illnesses than the aver- 
age working woman. In contrast, the similarity of injury and 
employment shares for men in health services suggests that 
men working in the industry face a risk of injury and illness 
comparable to that of the average working man. 

Data on the age of disabled workers also are shown in 
table 6. Nearly three-fifths of the 2-1/4 million cases in- 
volved workers 25 to 44 years old; the rest were about evenly 
divided between younger and older workers. Also shown 
are variations in this pattern by industry. In retail trade, for 
example, younger workers had a much higher proportion 
of total cases than older workers did; but in motor vehicle 
manufacturing the reverse was true. Industry differences 
in injury and illness profiles by age are affected by varying 
employment patterns, seniority rules, and many other fac- 
tors, including injury and illness risks by age. 

Profiles of various age groups by the industry in which 
the injury or illness occurred also can be developed from 
table 6. For example, retail trade was, by far, the industry 
group with the largest number of cases involving workers, 
ages 16 to 19; manufacturing led all other groups for 25-to- 
34-year olds; and services edged out retail trade for work- 
ers 65 years and older. Again, these patterns reflect, in 
part, where workers of different ages commonly work. 
About half the Nation's teenagers working in 1993, for ex- 
ample, were employed by restaurants, grocery stores, and 
other retail establishments. 


Race or ethnic origin 

White non-Hispanics were, by far, the dominant group 
of workers disabled on the job, accounting for 55 percent of 
the 2-1/4 million cases reported. Black non-Hispanic and 
Hispanic workers were about 9 percent each of the total. 
The remaining 2 percent identified by race or ethnic origin 
were Asian or Pacific Islander and American Indian, Aleut, 
or Eskimo. (See table 7.) 

Information on race or ethnic origin is not required in 
Federal recordkeeping and may not be available on State 
workers’ compensation forms. Therefore, race or ethnic 
origin continues to be an optional survey element, which 
was not identified by employers for about a fourth of their 
cases. 

Table 7 provides a numeric distribution of injuries and 
illnesses to profile both detailed industry by race/ethnic ori- 
ing. For example, different kinds of information can be 
conveyed by looking at Hispanics disabled in manufactur- 
ing. The 9-percent share of all cases in manufacturing held 
by Hispanics was in line with their share of the 2-1/4 mil- 
lion case total. But the 50,600 Hispanic cases in manufac- 
turing represented the largest share of the 192,300 total 
Hispanic cases that any major industry group held. Manu- 
facturing, therefore, merits special attention when study- 
ing injuries and illnesses to Hispanic workers. 


Length of service with employer 
About a third of the 2-1/4 million case total were work- 


ers who had 1 to 5 years of service with their employer 
when their injury or illness occurred. Another 30 percent 
were sustained by workers during the first year with their 
employer, compared to about 27 percent incurred by those 
with over 5 years of service at the time of their incident 
(table 8). 

Employee tenure, like race or ethnic origin, is an op- 
tional survey item, and is more likely to be available from 
personnel records than from recordkeeping forms. Never- 
theless, employer response to this question—ehout 90 per- 
cent—was quite high in 1993. 

Length of service of a worker disabled on the job can 
vary somewhat by industry, as shown in table 8. Those 
with very short tenure, that is, less than 3 months, made up 
slightly more than a fifth of the cases in agricultural ser- 
vices and the masonry, stonework, and plastering industry. 
By contrast, experienced workers with over 5 years of ser- 
vice accounted for over two-fifths of the cases in scheduled 
air transportation and in motor vehicle manufacturing. 

The aforementioned variations probably result, in part, 
from industry differences in employee tenure patterns and 
in industry attachment. There are some indications that 
tenure and attachment to farm and construction work are 
relatively short, given the seasonal nature of the work. But 


there is no current source of employment or hours worked 
by industry and length of employee service with employer 
with which to measure accurately injury and illness risk by 
employee tenure. 


Occupation 

Table 9 shows how cases with days away from work were 
operators, fabricators, and laborers accounted for two-fifths 
of the 2-1/4 million case total. The bulk of the remaining 
cases was divided about evenly among three other groups: 
nical, sales, and administrative support (including clerical) 
occupations. 

The occupational profile for some of the major industry 
divisions listed in table 9 varied markedly from the total 
profile just described. For example, the broad occupational 
classification “service,” which includes nursing aides and 
janitors, accounted for nearly lialf of all cases reported for 
the services industries as a group. Also, the category “pre- 
cision production, craft, and repair,” which includes car- 
pentry and other construction trades, made up nearly three- 
fifths of the construction industry's cases. 

Among the several hundred individual occupations 
shown in table 9, only truckdrivers, nonconstruction labor- 
ers, and nursing aides and orderlies had at least 100,000 
cases each in 1993. Cases involving truckdrivers v-ually 
happened in transportation and public utilities, while 
nonconstruction laborer cases commonly occurred in manu- 
facturing or wholesale trade, and virtually all nursing aide 
cases were in services industries, predominantly in nursing 
homes and hospitals. 

The 10 occupations with the most injuries and illnesses 
involving days away from work comprise table 10. Women 
make up a larger share of several occupational case totals, 
food preparers, and cashiers, than their one-third share of 
the 2-1/4 million case total. Shares of case totals by sex for 
these occupations along with their shares of other worker 
and case characteristics categories round out the data pro- 
filed in table 10. 

By relating their shares of the case total to their shares 
of all private wage and salary workers during the same time 
period, the risk for workers these jobs is as- 
sessed. (See text table 8.) Eight of the 10 are relatively 
risky occupations in that their injury and illness shares 
clearly exceed their shares of total employment. The two 
exceptions were cooks (having the same 1.9-percent shares 
of both case and employment totals) and cashiers (with a 
case share of 1.6 percent and an employment share of 2.7 
percent in 1993).

Chapter 4. Case Profiles For injuries and Ilinesses 


With Days Away From Work 


Workers face a variety of work hazards, such as heavy 
lifting, working in confined spaces, and performing repeti- 
tive tasks, that, singly or in combination, may lead to seri- 
ous injuries and illnesses. The resulting disabling inci- 
dents come in many forms, such as sprains from 
overexertion, fractures from falls, and carpal tunnel syn- 
drome from repetitive motion. The 1993 survey captured 
this diversity of injury and illness experiences through its 
profiles of disabling conditions and the events and sources 
that produced those conditions. 

Given their diversity, the characteristics of injuries and 
illnesses requir: much more care and effort to profile than 
do the demographic characteristics of the workers involved. 
The injury and illness characteristics were uniformly coded 
from employer descriptions of the incident, using a recently 
revised classification system. (See appendix E for a descrip- 
tion of the standardized coding structure.) 

Case characteristics profiled in this chapter look at all 
disabling incidents involving lost worktime from four as- 
pects: (1) The nature of the injury or illness condition as 
described by the employer, such as sprain or carpal tunnel 
syndrome; (2) the part of the body affected by the specified 
condition, such as back or wrist; (3) the source of injury 
and illness that directly produced the disabling condition, 
such as a crate, the floor, or bodily motion itself; and (4) 
the event or exposure that describes the manner in which 
the injury or illness was inflicted or produced, such as over- 
exertion while lifting, being struck by an object, or repeti- 
tive motion. 

To illustrate how this classification system is applied, a 
truckdriver who sprains his back lifting a crate and a nurs- 
ing aide who sprains her back lifting a patient would share 
the same case codes for nature (sprain, strain), part of body 
affected (back), and event (overexertion while lifting). But 
their source codes would differ, for the truckdriver it would 
be the crate, and for the nursing aide it would be health 


care patient. 


Nature of injury and iliness 
Traumatic injuries and disorders, which usually arise 
from a single incident, event, or exposure, accounted for 90 
percent of the 2-1/4 million cases with days away from work 
reported in the 1993 survey. (See table 11.) Sprains and 
strains, with nearly 1 million cases, led all such disabling 
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conditions by a wide margin. Next in frequency were 
bruises, cuts, and fractures—together slightly over 500,000 
for at least 10,000 cases each included dislocations, ampu- 
tations, punctures, abrasions, foreign bodies, chemical 
burns, and heat burns. Also of note were certain categories 
of cases where multiple injuries and disorders occurred, such 
as a sprain and bruise, and case groupings for nonspecified 
injuries and disorders, such as “back pain, hurt back."* 

Occupational diseases and disorders accounted for about 
a tenth of the 2-1/4 million case total. Most of these dis- 
eases and disorders were associated with an affected body 
part or body system. To cite a few key categories, carpal 
tunnel syndrome is listed separately under “disorders of the 
peripheral nervous system;” hernia falls within “digestive 
system diseases and disorders;” tendonitis within “muscu- 
loskeletal and connective tissue disorders;" and dermatitis 
within “disorders of the skin and subcutaneous tissue.” 
Mental disorders or syndromes was a notable category of a 
nonsystemic nature. 

As mentioned in chapter 2, some diseases and disorde: 5 
often are difficult to relate to the workplace and are not 
adequately recognized and reporied. For exampic, long- 
term latent illnesses, such as those caused by exposure to 
carcinogens or certain respiratory disorders, are believed to 
be understated in the survey. 

Table 11 also permits analysts a look at how specific 
disabling conditions are distributed among and within ma- 
jor industry divisions. It shows, for example, that manu- 
facturing accounted for over half of all amputations and 
nearly half the reported cases of carpal tunnel syndrome, 
compared with a fourth of all sprains and strains and an 
eighth of reported mental disorders or syndromes. 

Table 15 looks at the nature of disabling conditions oc- 
curring within several hundred individual industries. For 
example, heat burns are more than a tenth of the cases

(12,600 out of 117,800) in cating and drinking places, 
whereas such burns are less than 2 percent of the nation- 
wide case total (37,700 out of 2,252,600). 


Part of body affected 

The back and other portions of the trunk (including shoul- 
der, chest, abdomen, and pelvic region) led all other major 
parts of the body affected by the 2-1/4 million cases with 
days away from work in 1993. Nearly two-fifths of the case 
total involved portions of the trunk, primarily the back. 
Variation in the trunk’s share of total cases in major indus- 
try divisions ranged from 32 percent in finance, insurance, 
and real estate to 43 percent in services industries. (See 
table 12.) 

Slightly more than two-fifths of the cases were divided 
about evenly between two other major body parts: the up- 
per extremities and the lower extremities. Among major 
industry divisions, injuries and illnesses to upper and lower 
extremities togethe: ranged from 36 percent of all cases in 
services to 47 percent in manufacturing. 

Most of the remaining cases involved either the head or 
portions of two or more major parts of the body, such as an 
arm and a leg. Neither category made up more than an 
eighth of the case total in any major industry division. Table 
12 also presents information for the parts of the body most 
example, was cited for 114,500 cases reported in 1993. Of 
these, slightly more than a third were identified as carpal 
tunnel syndrome (see tables 11 and 12), a disabling condi- 
tion resulting from a compression of the median nerve where 
it passes through the wrist. 

Table 16 tabulates parts of the body affected by disabling 
conditions for several hundred individual industries. In 
contrast to most other industries, for example, logging in- 
dustry workers sustained somewhat more disabling inju- 
ries to their lower extremities than to their trunk. Simi- 
larly, disabling conditions in the life insurance industry more 
often affected the lower or upper extremities than the trunk 


region. 


Source of injury or Iliness 

For each case with days away from work, employers were 
asked to name the object or substance that directly harmed 
the employee. To expedite analysis, these sources were 
grouped into 10 broad divisional categories prior to the sur- 
vey, each having several sub-categories. To illustrate this 
source hierarchy, a staple gun's staple would be listed as an 
individual source under fasteners, a subset of fasteners, con- 
nectors, ropes, ties, which is one of several subsets within 
the broad division of parts and materials. 

The classification “persons, plants, animals, and miner- 
als” led all other broad divisional categorics, accounting 
for just over a fifth of the 2-1/4 million case total. Within 
this division, the majority of cases involved bodily motion 
or position of the injured or ill worker, most of the remain- 
der cited health care patient as the source. The division's 
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sources led all others cited in manufacturing (with 21 per- 
cent of that total); in agriculture, forestry, and fishing (31 
percent), and in services industries, especially health ser- 
vices, (37 percent). 

Other notable divisions, cach with at least a tenth of the 
2-1/4 million case total, included containers, parts and 
materials, and structures and surfaces. Containers made 
up the largest share (20-23 percent) of all cases in transpor- 
boxes, crates, and cartons. Parts and materials sources were 
cited for 25 percent of all cases in the construction indus- 
try. And structures and surfaces sources, especialiy floors, 
walkways, and the ground, had the largest share (27 per- 
cent) of all cases in finance, insurance, and real estate. 

Leading sources of injury and illness varied somewhat 
by industry, partly due to differing work activities, materi- 
als and equipment used, and work rrocesses. Containers, 
for example, accounted for the largest share (a third) of the 
disabling cases in grocery stores (industry number 541). 
Parts and materials, in contrast, led all other sources of 
disabling cases in electrical work (industry number 173), 
followed by floors, walkways, and ground surfaces and by 
worker motion or position. (See table 17.) 


Event or exposure 

Survey respondents were asked what the employee was 
doing just before the incident and how the injury and ill- 
ness occurred. Their answers helped to profile the various 
events or exposures leading to the cases with days away 
from work. Almost all of those individual events and ex- 
posures fell within seven broad divisions: Contact with ob- 
jects and equipment, falls, bodily reaction and exertion, ex- 
posure to harmful substances or environments, 
and violent acts. 

Bodily reaction and exertion led the seven divisions, con- 
stituting more than two-fifths of all cases with lost work- 
days reported in 1993. This division contains various cat- 
egories that describe how noncontact or nonimpact 


incidents, such as slipping, bending, lifting, and various 
repetitive motions (typing or keyentry, for example), oc- 
curred. Overexertion while lifting was, by far, the most 
common category, accounting for a sixth of the 2-1/4 mil- 
lion case total. 

The category contact with objects and equipment ac- 
counted for another fourth of all events and exposures cited. 
This division includes most injuries that occurred through 
“impact,” such as being struck by falling objects, striking 
against a stationary object, caught in running equipment, 
and abraded by foreign objects in eye. Certain “impact” 
injuries were placed in three other divisions: Assaults, trans- 
portation incidents, and fires/explosions. 

Falls accounted for about one-sixth of the 1993 case to- 
tal. Its two major categories are falls on the same level and 
falls to a lower level. The division contains detailed infor- 


mation to distinguish falls from jumps and identifies sepa- 
rately falls through roofs and falls from roof edges. 

Most of the remaining cases occurred due to exposure to 
harmful substances or environments, such as touching hot 
or caustic objects or substan es, inhaling toxic substances, 
and exposure to welding light. Another 3 percent of the 
cases were transportation incidents and chout | percent were 
assaults and violent acts. 

The ways in which disabling injuries and illnesses oc- 
cur vary somewhat by major industry division. Table 14 
shows, for example, that falls accounted for 20 percent of 
all construction cases, nearly double that event's share of 
all manufacturing cases. Repetitive motion cases, however, 
were 8-9 percent of the manufacturing and finance totals, 
but no more than 3 percent of the total in any other industry 
sivisi 

The manner in which disabling conditions commonly 
occurred within several hundred individual industries is il- 
lustrated in table 18. It shows, for example, that the rela- 
tive importance of disabling events and exposures can vary 
among industries with high rates of disabling injuries and 
illnesses. Being struck by objects is, by far, the leading 
disabling event in the logging industry, wh:'‘e overexertion 
leads in soft d ink manufacturing. Three disabling events— 
being struck by objects, overexertion, and repetitive mo- 
tion—+:owever, each are 15-20 percent of all disabling cases 
in meatpacking plants. 


Case characteristics of 10 occupations 

The 10 occupations with the largest number of injuries 
and illnesses involving days away from work were identi- 
fied, along with worker characteristics by sex and the rela- 
tive risk of workers becoming disabled in these jobs. (See 
table 10.) Besides profiling the personal traiis of workers 
injured in these occupations, table 10 shows the frequency 
of certain disabilities, the ways in which they occur, and 
how they vary among the occupations with the highest case 
counts. Fractures, for example account for about 7-1/2 per- 
cent of truckdriver's disabilities, compared with 2 percent 
of nursing aides’ disabling conditions. in- 
cidents, not surprisingly, were a larger share (nearly 12 
percent) of all disabling events involving truckdrivers than 
their share of the other nine occupational totals. Assaults 
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and other violent acts, however, were mom prevalent among 
ties influence the it.jcry and illness experiences of workers 
in different industries and, of course, in different occupa- 
tions. 


incidence rates for case characteristics 

in the same fashion as rates for all cases involving days 
away from work, as shown in chapter 2. When calculating 
an incidence rate for case characteristic categories, the nu- 
merator is the number of cases with days away from work 
with a specific characteristic, for example, all cases involv- 
ing falls to a lower level; and the hours of exposure are 
those collected for all workers covered by the annual sur- 
vey.” Incidence rates for specific case characteristics were 
expressed per 10,000 full-time workers in tables 19 througi: 
22." (See footnote 1 in those tables for the standard for- 
mula used.) 

Where workers are most likely to incur disabling inju- 
ries and illnesses depends on the specific workplace risk, 
as shown in text table 9. Nursing homes, for example, led 
all other industries in the rate of injuries due to overexer- 
tion or to workers falling to the same level. But logging 
sites ranked first for workers being struck by objects; roof- 
ing led in falls to a lower level; and motorcycle and bicycle 
factones were among several manufacturing industries with 
high rates of repetitive motion disorders. For individual 
industries, an establishment, say a roofing contractor, can 
compute its incidence rate for a specific disabling event, 
such as falls to a lower level, and compare it to the survey 
rate for that workplace risk in the industry to which the 
establishment belongs. More generalized comparisons of 
establishment-to-industry division rates for varicus case 
characteristic categories would be more readily available 
using data shown in tables 19-22.

Chapter 5. Duration of Injuries and Ilinesses With Days 


Away From Work 


While counts, rates, and characteristics of serious, non- 
fatal injuries and illnesses are the centerpieces of the an- 
nual survey, the survey would not be complete without a 
measure of injury and illness severity. The Bureau chose 
the number of days away from work as its measure of case 
severity, although other options were suggested and ex- 
plored. such as overnight hospitalization and outpatient 
surgery." The Bureau's severity measure is especially use- 
ful in identifying worker groups and disabling incidents 
resulting in relatively lengthy absences from work, includ- 
ing older workers, mining and longshore activities, carpal 
tunnel syndrome, and wrist and groin injuries and disor- 
ders. 

Median days away from work is the specific measure 
used to summarize information collected on individual cases 
with days away from work.” The survey median was 6 
days, signifying that half the 2-1/4 million cases reported 
involved more days and half involved fewer days than the 
median. The percent distribution of total cases also is shown 
for 7 groupings of days lost; for example, a sixth of the 2-1/4 
million cases involved | workday off beyond the day of the 
incident while at the other end of the distribution a fifth 
lasted at least 31 days. Tables 23 through 29 contain the 
median and corresponding case distribution for all cases 
and for the characteristic categories shown in earlier tables. 

The following sections highlight patterns of injw y and 
illness duration by industry, employee demographics (in- 
cluding occupation), nature of disabling condition and part 
of body affected, and source and event or exposure produc- 
ing the disabling condition. Relatively high medians should 
be interpreted with caution for individual industries and 
charactrrisic Categories. Although the median is less sen- 
sitive than the mean to cases of unusually long duration,

industry 

Except for mining, median days away from work varied 
little among major industry divisions, ranging from 5 days 
in agriculture, finance, trade, and services to 8 days in trans- 
portation and public utilities. More variation was reported, 
ing the same broad industrial activ.:y. 

The industry primarily producing motor vehicles and car 
bodies, for example, posted a median of 12 days away from 
work, among the highest of any industry under the major 
grouping of transportation equipment manufacturing. (See 
table 23.) Likewise, metal and coal mining had medians of 
about 2U days, double the median of 10 days for serious, non- 
fatal cases in nonmetallic minerals mining, except fuels. 

Industries with relatively high median days away from 
work were found in most major industry divisions; for ex- 
ample, fishing, hunting, and trapping (with a median of 12 
days); lead and zinc mining (34 days); primary copper 
manufacturing (32 days); water transportation services (17 
days), women's clothing stores (10 days), business credit 
institutions (9 days); and accounting, auditing, and book- 
keeping services (26 days). Such medians, however, must 
be interpreted with caution because they can vary greatly 
from one survey to the next, especially for industries re- 
porting relatively few cases with days away from work. The 
1992 median for accounting firms, for example, was 8 days 
away from work, less than a third its 1993 median. 

No discernible relationship was evident between an 
industry's case severity and its case rate of days away from 
work. Soft drink manufacturing, for example, had a rela- 
tively high case rate of days away from work in 1993 (8.3 
per 100 full-time workers), but its median of 5 days away 
from work was slightly below the national median. By con- 
trast, the corresponding case rate in accounting and sudit- 
ing services was relatively low (0.4 per 100 workers), but 
the 1993 median for those cases (26 days lost) was more 
than four times the national figure. Most industries, in 
fact, had medians at or near the national median of 6 days, 


regardiess of the incidence rate they reported for cases in- 
volving days away from work. 


Medians and an open-ended distribution are impacted 
less by long-duration cases than the previous severity mea- 
sures. 


Worker characteristics 

Older workers sustained more severe injuries and ill- 
nesses than did younger workers. (See table 24.) A me- 
dian of 10 days away from work was reported for the 170,000 
cases involving workers aged 55 years and older. This was 
double the median absence from work of 5 days for 25 to 34 
year olds. Older workers tend to sustain more serious con- 
ditions, such as fractures, than their younger counterparts. 
But, even for the same disabling condition, the median days 
away from work is higher for older than younger work- 
ers.” 

Injury and illness duration also was above the national 
median for experienced workers, defined here as those with 
more than 5 years of service with their employer at the time 
of the incident. Their median of 7 days lost was 2 days 
more than the groupings shown of lesser experienced work - 
ers. (A partial correlation of age and tenure might be one 
explanation for this finding.) 

Little or no variation from the national median of 6 days 
away from work was noted in table 24 by sex," race or 
ethnic ongin, or mayor occupational group. 

There was little deviation from the national median days 
away from work for the broad division categories that com- 
pose the six major occupational groups (table 25). The ex- 
ceptions were extractive occupations (with a 19-day me- 
dian) and transportation and material moving occupations 
(median of 9 days) There were also individual occupations 
within these two divisions and elsewhere that had relatively 
high medians, but for reasons mentioned earlier such data 
should be interpreted with caution. 

The following set of diverse jobs, each reported with at 
least 2,000 cases involving days away from work, had me- 
dians of 10 days away from work or higher: File clerks, 
mail clerks, except postal service, bank tellers, keyentry 
operators, pest control occupations, timber cutting and log- 
ging, millwrights, drywall installers, electrical power in- 
stallers, concrete and terrazzo finishers, bus drivers, and 
operating engineers.

Nature of injury and part of body affected 
relatively lengthy absences from work are identified in table 
26. Fractures, cited in 136,500 cases involving days away 
from work, had a median of 20 days away from work ir 
1993. Carpal tunnel syndrome cases, a disorder of the pe- 
npheral nervous system, took even longer to return to work 
(a median of 30 days for its 41,000 cases). Other specific 
disabling conditions that were cited for at least 2,000 cases 
each and ..ad medians of 10 days away from work or more 
cystic tumor, and neurotic reaction to stress. Again, users 
should be cautious with medians that apply to a compara- 
tively small numbers of disabling conditions. 

Similarly, table 27 permits a listing of specific parts of 
the body affected by disabling conditions that were cited in 
at least 2,000 cases and hac - sedans of 10 days away from 
work or more in 1993. These included only the groin and 
the wrists. Two others—hand and arm locations and the 
knees—had medians of 9 days away from work. 


Source and event or exposure 

Individual specified sources of injury and illness that 
were mentioned in about | 000 cases or more and that had 
medians of 10 days or more away from work are identified 
in table 28. Sources meeting these criteria were: Coal, punch 
presses, table saws, air compressors, concrete or clay pipes 
and conduits, structural metal beams, bodily conditions of 
injured or ill worker, ground, powered handheld saws, ex- 
cept chainsaws, pianos, buses, pickup trucks, trailer trucks, 
wheelbarrows, and trains. Somewhat broader groupings of 
individual sources also meeting these criteria included floor, 
wall, and window coverings, loaders, mining and drilling 
machinery, cranes, water vehicles, and ammunition. 

Work-related disabilities resulting from a task’s repeti- 
tive nature, such as keyentry, meat cutting, or scanning, led 
all other major event and exposure categories with a me- 
dian of 20 days away {rom work. Repetitive motion is the 
way in which carpal tunnel cases occur, as well as tendonitis 
and some sprains and strains. Table 29 was used to deter- 
mine specific events and exposures, other than types of re- 
petitive motion, that were cited for at least 2,000 cases each 
and that had medians of at least 10 days away from work. 
They include a variety of falls to a lower level, including 
falls from a ladder, roof, scaffold, or nontuoving vehicle; 
bodily condition, such as a heart attack; certain collisions 
between highway vehicles; vehicles which jack-knifed or 
overturned on highway, but did not result in a collision; 
collisions between vehicles or mobile equipment off the 


highway; and fires.

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Appendix A. Scope and 
Method of Survey 


Scope 

The occupational injury and illness data reported in the 
annual survey are based on records which employers main- 
tain under the Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970. 
The data published in this bulletin reflect the occupational 
injury and illness experience of employers in the 50 States 
and the District of Columbia; data from U.S. territories are 
not included. 

The survey includes the following industries: Agricul- 
ture, forestry, and fishing, SIC 01-09, oil and gas extrac- 
tion, SIC 13; sulfur mining, part of SIC 14; construction, 
SIC 15-17; manufacturing, SIC 20-39; transportation and 
public utilities SIC 41-42 and 44-49, wholesale and retail 
trade, SIC 50-59; finance, insurance, and real estate, SIC 
60-67; and services, SIC 70-87 and 89. Excluded from the 
survey are self-employed individuals, farms with fewer than 
11 emplovees, employers regulated by other Federal safety 
and health laws, and Federal, State, and local government 
agencies. 

Data conforming to definitions of recordable occupational 
injuries and illnesses for coal, metal, and nonmetal min- 


ing, and railroad transportation are provided by the Mine 


for Federal agencies. Although State and local government 
agencies are not surveyed for national estimates, several 
States have legislation which enables them to collect data 
for this sector. 

The 1993 survey sample was composed of approximately 
250,000 sample units. Original and follow-up mailings 
resulted in a response rate of 92 percent. From the selected 
establishments, approximately 550,000 injuries and illnesses 
with days away from work were sampled in order to obtain 
demographic and detailed case characteristic information. 


Sample 

A two-stage selection process is applied to generate the 
survey estimates. The first stage is the sample selection of 
establishments (sample units). The second stage is the se- 
lection of the sample of cases involving days away from 
work cases which is derived from the establishments se- 
lected. 
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Because the survey is a Federal-State cooperative pro- 
gram and the date must meet the needs of participating 
State agencies, an independent sample is selected for each 
State. The sampie is selected to represent all private indus- 
tries specific to cach particular State. The sarnple size for 
the survey is dependent upon (1) the characteristics for 
which estimates are needed, (2) the industries for which 
estimates are desired, (3) the characteristics of the popula- 
tion being sampled, (4) the target reliability of the estimates, 
and (5) the survey design employed. 

For the establishment selection process, the total case 
incidence rate is used as the base for the sample design. 
While there are many characteristics upon which the sample 
design could be based, the total case rate is the least vari- 
able; therefore, it requires the smallest sample size. 

The important features of the sample design employed 
are its use of stratified random sampling with a Neyman 
allocation and a ratio estimator. The characteristics used 
to stratify the establishments are the Standard Industrial 
Classification code and employment. Because these char- 
acteristics are highly correlated with an establishment's 
number and rate of reported injuries and illnesses, strati- 
fied sampling provides greater precision and, thus, results 
in a smaller sample size than simple random sampling. The 
Neyman allocation produces the minimum sample size 
which will provide an estimate with a given sampling vari- 
ance. For the larger employment size classes the allocation 
procedure places all of the establishments of the frame in 
the sample; as employment decreases, smaller and smaller 
proportions of establishments are included in the sample. 
The certainty strata are usually the si: groups with more 
than 100 employees. The precision of the sample is further 
improved, hence permitting a reduction in sample size, by 
using the ratio estimator, which in turn uses employment 
data that are correlated with the characteristics which are 
to be measured. 

The sample is designed to produce data at the 2-digit 
SIC industry level in agriculture, forestry, and fishing. For 
oil and gas extraction, construction, transportation and pub- 
lic utilities, wholesale and retail trade, finance, insurance, 
and real estate, and services, the sample produces data at 
the 3-digit level; and for the 4-digit level in manufacturing. 

The selection of the cases involving days away from work 
are derived from the sampled establishments. For each 


sample unit, an expected number of cases involving days 


away from work is calculated based on the industry and 
size class in which that establishment resides. If the ex- 
pected number of cases is greater than 20, the establish- 
ment is requested to provide demographic, detailed case 
characteristics information, and the number of workdays 
missed for cases occurring at specified time intervals (e.g. 
certain days of the month, only certain months). For those 
establishments with an expected case load less than or equal 
to 20, the employer is requested to provide case informa- 
tion for all cases involving days away from work occurring 
in the survey year. 


Estimating procedures 


Sample unit weighting. By means of a weighting proce- 
dure, sample units are made to represent all units in their 
size class for a particular industry. The weight is deter- 
mined by the inverse of the sampling ratio for the industry/ 
Because a small proportion of survey forms are not returned, 
weights of responding employers in a sampling cell are 
adjusted to account for the nonrespondents. The respon- 
by the employment levels reported. Data for each unit are 
multiplied by the appropriate weight and nonresponse ad- 
justment factor. The products are then aggregated to ob- 
tain a total for the estimating cell. 


Industry benchmarking. Because the universe file which 
provides the sample frame is not current to the reference 
year of the survey, it is necessary to adjust the data to reflect 
current employment levels. In the annual survey, all esti- 
mates of totals are adjusted by the benchmark factor at the 
a source of accurate employment data which can be con- 
verted into annual average employment figures for the cell 
level in which separate estimates are desired. Because in- 
mates, benchmark factors are calculated using both indus- 
try level employment data and size class level employment 
data. The benchmark factors, then, are applied to the size 
class estimates. 


Weighting cases involving days away from work. Each case 
involving days away from work is weighted by the sample 
unit weight with which it is associated and the benchmark 
factor for the industry in which the associated sample unit 
resides. In addition, cach case is weighted to adjust for 
case subsampling and case nonresponse for those establish- 
ments which did not provide information on all cases with 
days away from work which occurred in their establish- 
ment in the survey year. 


Federal-State cooperation 
To eliminate duplicate reporting by respondents and to 
insure maximum comparability of estimates, survey respon- 
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dents complete a single reporting form which is then used 
for national and State estimates.

Relizolility of estimates 

The survey estimates of occupational injuries and ill- 
nesses are based on a scientifically selected probability 
sample, rather than a census of the entire population. These 
sample-based estimates may differ from the results obtained 
from a census of the population. The sample used was one 
of many possible samples, each of which could have pro- 
duced different estimates. The variation in the sample esti- 
mates across all possible samples that could have been drawn 
is measured by the relative standard error. The relative 
standard error is used to calculate a confidence interval 
around a sample estimate. 

The 95-percent confidence interval is the interval cen- 
tered at the sample estimate and includes all values within 
two times the estimate’s standard error. If several different 
samples were selected to estimate the population value (e.g., 
injury and illness incidence rates), the 95-percent confi- 
proximately 95 percent of the time. 
rate of 9.6 for health services (SIC 80) in 1993 (table 1) had 
an estimated relative standard error of 2 percent. Hence, 
we are 95-percent confident that the interval between 9.2 
and 10.0 (or 9.6 + (2 x 9.6 x 0.02)) includes the true rate 
for total cases for health services. 

The relative standard errors for the number of injuries 
and illnesses and incidence rates are calculated as part of 
the survey's estimation process and are given in tables Al 
and A2. 

Because it would be too costly to calculate exact stan- 
dard errors for all case and demographic estimates presented 
in tables 6 through 29, models are used to approximate the 
standard errors on these estimates.

The estimating procedure generates occupational injury 
and illness estimates for approximately 900 SIC codes. This 
publication, however, excludes estimates for several indus- 
try codes if one of the following situations occurred: 


* The industry had fewer than six employees or the 
industry estimates were based on reports from fewer 
than three companies. In addition, if three or more 
companies reported data from the industry, one firm 
could not employ more than 60 percent of the work- 
ers. 


* Annual sverage employment for the industry in 1993 
was fewer than 10,000. However, data for an indus- 
try with an annual average employment of fewer than 
10,000 were published if the majority of the employ- 
ment was reported in the survey.

Appendix B. Definitions 


Occupational injuries and illnesses are defined for the 
survey as any of the following: 


Nonfatal occupational injuries which involve loss of con- 
sciousness, restriction of work or motion, transfer to an- 


other job, or medical treatment other than first aid, or re- 
ported cases which involve nonfatal occupational illnesses. 


Occupational injuries are any injuries such as cuts, frac- 
tures, sprains, amputations, etc., which result from a work- 
related event or a single instantaneous exposure in the work 
environment. 


Occupational ilinesses are any abnormal conditions or dis- 
orders, other than those resulting from occupational inju- 
ries, caused by exposure to factors associated with employ- 
ment. They include acute and chronic illnesses or diseases 
which may be caused by inhalation, absorption, ingestion, 
or direct contact. 

The following listing gives the categories of occupational 
illnesses and disorders that are used to classify recordable 
illnesses for the data in tables 4 and 5. Although examples 
of each category are given, these should be considered typi- 
cal examples. They are not intended as complete listings 
of the types of illnesses and disorders that are counted un- 
der each category. 


Occupational skin diseases or disorders. Examples include 
contact dermatitis, eczema, or rashes caused by primary 
irritants and sensitizers or poisonous plants, oil acne, chrome 
ulcers, and chemical burns or inflammations. 


Dust diseases of the lungs (pneumoconiosis). Examples 
include silicosis, asbestosis and other asbestos-related dis- 
eases, coal worker's pneumoconiosis, byssinosis, siderosis, 
and other pneumoconiosis. 


Respiratory condition due to toxic agents. Pneumonitis, 
pharyngitis, rhinitis or acute congestion due to chemicals, 
dusts, gases, or fumes and farmer's lung are examples. 


Poisoning (systemic effects of toxic materials). Poisoning 
by lead, mercury, cadmium, arsenic, or other metals; poi- 
soning by carbon monoxide, hydrogen sulfide, or other 


gases; poisoning by benzol, carbon tetrachionde, or other 
organic solvents; poisoning by insecticide sprays such as 
parathion and lead arsenate; and poisoning by other chemi- 
cals such as formaldehyde, plastics, and resins are examples. 


Disorders due to physical agents (other than toxic materi- 
als). Examples include heatstroke, sunstroke, heat exhaus- 
tion, and other effects of environmental heat; freezing, frost- 
bite, and effects of ionizing radiation (isotopes, X-rays, ra- 
dium); and the effects of nonionizing radiation (welding 
flash, ultraviolet rays, microwaves, and sunburn). 


Disorders associated with repeated trauma. Examples are 
conditions due to repeated motion, vibration, or pressure, 
such as carpal tunnel syndrome; noise-induced hearing loss; 
and synovitis, tenosynovitis, and bursitis, and Raynaud's 
phenomena. 


All other occupational illnesses. Examples include anthrax, 
brucellosis, infectious hepatitis, malignant and benign tu- 
mors, food poisoning, histoplasmosis, coccidioidomycosis. 
Tables 11, 15, 19, and 26 present data for specific diseases 
and disorders (such as carpal tunnel syndrome) for just those 
cases with days away from work. 


Lost workday cases involving days away from work are 
those cases which result in days away from work, or a com- 
bination of days away from work and days of restricted work 


activity. 


Lost workday cases involving restricted work activity 
are those cases which result in restricted work activity only. 


Nature of injury or iliness names the principal physical 
characteristic of a disabling condition, such as sprain/strain, 
cuVlaceration, or carpal tunnel syndrome. 


Part of body affected is directly linked to the nature of 
injury or illness cited, for example, back sprain, finger cut, 
or wrist and carpal tunnel syndrome. 


Source of injury or iliness is the object, substance, expo- 
sure, or bodily motion that directly produced or inflicted 
the disabling condition cited. Examples are a heavy box, a 


toxic substance, fire/flame, and the bodily motion of in- 
jered/fll worker. 

Event or exposure signifies the manner in which the in- 
jury or illness was produced or inflicted, such as, overexer- 
tion while lifting or a fall from a ladder. 


Median days away from work is the measure used to 
summarize the varying lengths of absences from work 
among the cases with days away from work. Half the cases 
involved more days and half involved less days than a speci- 
fied median. 
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incidence rates represent the number of injuries and/or 
illnesses per 100 full-time workers and were calculated as: 


(N/EH) X 200,000 where: 
N = sumber of injuries and/or illnesses 
EH = total hours worked by all employees dur-

Appendix C. How to Compute 
Your Firm’s Incidence Rate for 


Safety Management 


Incidence rates can be used to show the relative level of 
injuries and illnesses among different industries, firms, or 
operations within a single firm. Because a common base 
and a specific period of time are involved, these rates can 
help determine both problem areas and progress in pre- 
venting work-related injuries and illnesses. 


How to compute incidence rates 
An incidence rate of occupational injuries and illnesses 
can be calculated quickly and easily. The formula requires: 


(a) The number of injuries and illnesses. Count the num- 
ber of recordable injuries and illnesses for the year. The 
number of injuries and illnesses can also be obtained from 
the survey questionnaire if your company was surveyed for 
the calendar year for which incidence rates are desired. 


(b) The number of hours all employees actually worked. 
This measure uses payroll or other time records. Hours 
worked should not include any nonwork time, even though 
paid, such as vacation, sick leave, holidays, etc. (If actual 
hours worked are not available for employees paid on com- 
mission, by salary, or by the mile, etc., hours worked may 
be estimated on the basis of scheduled hours or 8 hours per 


workday.) 


An incidence rate of injuries and illness may be com- 
puted from the following formula: 


(a) Number of injuries and illnesses x 200,000 
(b) Employee hours worked 


(The 200,000 in the formula represents the equivalent of 
100 employees working 40 hours per week, 50 weeks per 
year, and provides the standard base for the incidence rates.) 


An example: 

The ABC Company had 11 recordable injuries and ill- 
nesses during the year. The total hours worked by all em- 
ployees was 130,000. 

11 x 200,000 . 169 
130,000 


Therefore, the ABC Company experienced a rate of 16.9 
injuries and illnesses per 100 full-time employees. 


Note: When comparing illness rates by types of illness, 
use 20,000,000 hours instead of 200,000 hours to get a rate 
per 10,000 full-time equivalent employces. 


Once relatively hazardous situations are identified, re- 
searchers can focus on the surrounding circumstances. The 
redesigned survey provides opportunities to do so in the 
form of detailed profiles of specific safety and health haz- 
ards. This appendix illustrates the survey's ability to do so 
for the category “falls in construction,” showing detailed 
information by type of fall, the resulting disabling condi- 
tion, the occupations affected, and the severity of various 
types of falls. As table 22 shows, the construction industry 
leads all other major industrial classifications in the rate of 
injuries and illnesses due to falls—ebout | disabling fall 
per 100 construction workers. 

Disabling falls result in much longer absences from work 
in the construction industry than they do in priv=t< indus- 
try as a whole. Table D-i shows a median of (4 days away 
from work for construction falls, double the 7-day median 
for private industry falls reported in tabie 29. 

Construction workers disabled by falls take longer to 
return to work than the private industry norm, regardless 
of the type of fall. Falls from a ladder, for instance, are 
associated with a 15-day median in construction (table D- 
1) and a 10-day median in all private industry (table 29). 
Construction workers also sustain falls requiring relatively 
lengthy recuperation, such as falls from elevations, more 
often than do all private industry workers. Falls from a lad- 
der, for example, made up 20 percent of all disabling con- 
struction falls, nearly triple their 7-percent share of dis- 
abling falls in private industry as a whole. Purther research 
is required to more fully explain why construction falls tend 


to be so severe. 
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Table D-1 also shows that falls to a lower level generally 
result in proportionately more serious injuries, such as frac- 
tures and multiple injures, that require longer recupera- 
tion periods than do falls on the same level. Not surpris- 
ingly, the 17-day median for disabling falls to a lower level 
far exceeded the 10-day median for falls °c the same level 
in that industry. The corresponding medians for all private 
industry were 10 and 7 days, as shown in table 29. Falls 
from roofs and scaffolds, two especially severe incidents 
that occur mostly in the construction industry, help explain 
the relatively large 7-point difference in the medians for all 
falls to a lower level in construction and private industry as 
a whole. 

The risk of disabling construction falls varies by occu- 
pation. In measuring relative risk, case shares shown in 
table D-1 were compared with employment shares for the 
same occupation. (The latter work force data come from 
the Current Population Survey, 1993 annual averages, con- 
ducted by the Census Bureau for the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics.) By this method, construction laborers were at com- 
paratively high risk, because their share of all disabling 
construction falls (more than a fifth) exceeded their one- 
eighth share of all private wage and salary workers in that 
industry. Carpenters, by contrast, experienced a sixth of all 
construction falls, lower than their one-fifth share of the 
industry's wage and salary workers. See table 10 for a sepa- 
rate profile of disabled construction laborers and the vari- 
ous work hazards they face, as well as similar profiles of 9 
other occupations with the largest number of days away 
from work cases reported in the 1993 survey.

Appendix E. Standardized 


Coding of Occupational 
Injuries and Ilinesses 


introduction 

To answer the questions most often asked by safety and 
health professionals, the Bureau recently developed a new 
classification system that helps profile specific injury and 
illness conditions and their circumstances in a standard- 
ized manne: using information about the incident reported 


by survey respondents beginning with the 1992 study.” 

This appendix supplements descriptive materials pro- 
vided in chapter 4 on the following four case characteris- 
tics which comprise the BLS system: Nature of injury or 
illness, part of body affected, source of injury or illness, 
and event or exposure. 

Besides detailed numenc codes, additional coding aids 
were developed for each of the four case characteristic struc- 
tures. Among these aids were: Rules of selection, code de- 
scriptions, and edit criteria. The rules of selection and code 
descnptions offer guidance in choosing the appropriate cat- 
egories to code. The edit criteria are designed for quality 
assurance in that they identify which code combinations 
for a given case either must exist, or, at the other extreme, 
are unlikely or definitely incompatible. Specific examples 
of each tool are included in the sections that follow. 


Nature of injury or iliness 

The nature of injury or illness code structure describes 
the principal physical characteristic of the worker's injury 
or illness. Sprains, strains, fractures, carpal tunnel syn- 
drome, pneumoconioses are but a few of the possible out- 
comes of a workplace incident or exposure. The nature of 
injury or illness provides the basic information on the out- 
come of the work-related incident and, combined with data 
on the part of body affected and resultant lost workdays, 
presents a valuable picture of the severity of workplace in- 
juries and illnesses. The nature of injury or iliness code 
also serves as the basis for selection of other case character- 


istic categories, such as a specific body part. Those other 
categones represent the consequences or circumstances as- 
sociated with that particular disabling condition. 

The BLS nature of injury or illness classification struc- 
ture is divided into seven divisions:

Traumatic injuries anc drsorders, 

Systemic diseases or dosorders. 
Infectious and parasitic cuseases;

Other conditions or disorders (such as job-relaied 
stress), and 

© Multiple diseases, conditions, or disorders. 


The first division classifies traumatic injures and disor- 
ders, effects of external agents, and poisoning. Generally a 
traumatic injury or disorder is the result of a single inci- 
dent, event, or exposure, such as a sprain, fracture, or burn. 
the division's categories account for a majority of cases re- 
ported in the occupational environment. Within the divi- 
sion, data are coded and published at a detailed level, for 
example, scparately for chemucal, electric, and heat burns. 
When two or more injures or ilinesses are indicated on the 
source document for a given case, the more severe condi- 
tion is coded, for instance, a wrist fracture is Chosen over 2 
sprained finger If, however, the muluple mjunes are of 
unknown or equal severity, then the aprvopriate multple 
ingurnes and illness classifics*+.1 ts used for example, the 
nature classification for a worker with a fractured and burned 
leg would be fractures and burns. At the opposite extreme. 
some source documents describe the disabling condition in 
general terms only, such as sore neck or hurt back. Such 
cases are coded as one of the nonspecified ingurnes and dis- 
orders categories, such as beck pain, hurt back or soreness. 
pain, and hurt, except back. 

Five divisions of the nature of ingury or iliness classifi- 
cation structure were devoted to identification of occupe- 
tional diseases and disorders Of the five, systemic dis- 
eases and disorders reported, by far. the largest number of 
cases. This division includes information separately for 
hundreds of specific diseases and disorders, inchuding car- 
pal tunnel syndrome, welder's fash, inguinal hernia, 
tendonitis, and allergic dermatitis, to cite a few prominent 
listings. Viral diseases, such as chickenpox, account for 
most of the cases listed within the division infectious and 
parasitic diseases. The division neoplasms, tumors, and 
cancer included fewer than SO reported cases in the 1993 


survey. Such long-term latent ilinesses often are difficult 
to relate to the workplace, are not adequately recognized 
and reported by employers, and, thus, are believed to be 
understated im the survey. As the name implies, symptoms, 
signs, and ill-defined conditions includes cases where no 
specific diagnosis is named and cannot be inferred from 
information on the source document. Loss of conscious- 
ness is included in this division, for example, but if heat 
related, it is coded as the traumatic condition heat syncope. 
The division other conditions or disorders is dominated by 
mental disorders or syndromes, such as neurotic reaction to 
stress. 

Mulnple diseases, conditions, and disorders, the seventh 
division im the nature of injury and iliness structure, classi- 
fies muluple physical charactenstics found im two or more 
of the five other divisions within which diseases and disor- 
ders are classified. As stated carlier, classifying cases as 
“multiple” suggests that the disabling conditions cited in 
the source document are of unknown or equal severity. 


Part of body effected 

This classification structure specifies the part of the body 
which was directly affected by the previously identified na- 
ture of injury or illness. Data for various body parts are of 
special value to safety and health practitioners focusing on, 
say, back injuries or eye disorders. By linking nature and 
body part codes, one can discern a more complete and pre- 
cise picture of the Camage incurred, for example, ampu- 
tated finger distinguished from fractured finger 

The BLS part of the body affected classification struc- 
multiple body parts. and other body parts. Each division is 
composed of several specific body parts, some of which are 
defined separately in greater detail. The trunk, for instance, 
sacral, and coccygeal region as well as muluple back re- 
grons Coding 1s done at the lowest level of detail that the 
source document's information supports. 

Traumatic mjunes and disorders generally are coded to 
the external part or location, including specific locations 
for the mouth and back. Two cxceptions to this rule are 
intracranial injury (including concussion), where brain is 
the designated body part. and an injury or iliness bke hypo- 
thermma which affects an enure body rather than a particu- 
lar body part, where body systems is the designated body 
part An internal body part 1s paired with a disease, disor. 
der, or condition that originates at, or is limited to, that 
internal part, for example, liver and hepatitis. Many of 
these mandatory combinations are part of the consistency 
checks within the survey edit system. 

When an myury or illness affects two or more body parts 
within a given division, say a foot and ankle are burned, 
the appropriate category within “multiple locations” is se- 


lected, for example, “foot and ankle.” But if the body parts 
affected are from two or more divissons, say dislocated shoul-

Source of injury or iliness 

The source of injury or iliness identifies the object, sub- 
stance, bodily motion, or exposure which directly produced 
or inflicted the injury or iliness. If a worker is cut on the 
head by a falling brick, for example, the brick is the source 
of injury. There must be a direct relationship between the 
source and the nature of the injury or illness. For instance, 
if a worker slips on oi] and falls to the floor breaking an 
elbow, the fracture is produced by hitting the floor, so the 
floor is the source of injury. 

The source of an injury does not equate to its cause, as 
cause is a more complex and subjective concept which is 
seldom linked to just one factor. In the previous example 
where the worker fell, there are numerous candidates for 
the cause of the injury: The oil; the cleaning staff who did 
not remove it nght away. possibly the management which 
failed to alert the cleaning staff; or the co-worker or cus- 
tomer who spilled the oil. In addition, fatigue might be 
cited as a cause if the worker was tired and failed to notice 
a slippery floor warning. Thus, determining the cause of 
ingury or illness requires indepth investigation of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding an incident, as well as sophisti- 
cated and objective analysis by safety and health experts. 
Both of these requirements are beyond the scope of case 
coding. The source classification, however, has objective 
selection critena and can be supported by information on 
the reporting documents. 

The BLS source of injury or illness classification struc- 
ture 1s composed of hundreds of individual items arranged 
within the following divisions: 


Contamers, 

Furneture and fixtures. 

Machinery. 

Parts and matenals. 

Structures and surfaces. 

Tools, imstruments, and equipment. 

Vebucles. and 

Other sources (most ymportantly. “chips and particles”) 


Chemicals and chemical products come in various 
groups of the divisson inchude acids, alkalies. aromatics and 
hydrocarbon denvatives (mostly alcohols), halogens and 
halogen compounds (pnmanty chionne and chionne com- 
pounds). metallic particulates, trace clements, dusts, pow- 


general chemical products, such as medicines, soaps, paint, 
and solvents; coal, natural gas, petroleum fuels and prod- 
ucts, such as lubricating greases; and other chemicals, such 
as carbon monoxide and plastic resins. 

Containers include receptacles commonly used to hold, 
store, or carry materials. They may be empty or full at the 
time of the incident. The major groups of the division in- 
clude nonpressurized containers, most commonly boxes, 
cTates, or cartons, pressurized, fixed-shaped containers, such 
as hoses and propane tanks, variable restraint containers, 
such as bundles of roofing shingles, paper packages, and 
rolls of fabric, dishes, drinking cups, and beverage glasses. 
luggage and handbags, and skids and pallets, including 
those used as working surfaces. 

Furniture and fixtures include the following major 
groups: Cases, cabinets, recks, and shelves, such as tool 
chests, garment racks, and store shelving: floor, wail, and 
window covernngs, such as unrolled carpets and drapenes. 
furniture, including beds, bedding. and mattresses. and other 
fixtures, such as lamps and bathtubs. 

Machimery classifies machines in three different ways 
By industry or process, ¢.g.. agricultural, by function, e.g. 
heating and cooling; or by type of object processed, e.g. 
woodworking Machines which are primarily used for trans- 
porting people or matenals are classified in the vehicles 
divisson, and handheld power tools are classified im the di- 
vision, tools, mstruments, and equipment. as are machin- 
ery parts, such as saw blades, known to be unattached and 
independent of a machine 

The mayor groups within the machinery division include 
agncultural and garden machinery, such as lawn mowers, 
construction, logging, and mining machinery, such as back - 
hoes and drilling machines, heating. cooling, and cleaning

office and business machinery, such as computers and pho- 
neous machinery, such as televisions, air Compressors, and

and molds, and saw blades. nonstructural meta! materials. 
such as molten metal an precious metal ingots, tars, scal- 
ants, caulking. and insulating matenals. pnmaniy asphalt 
or roofing tar, nonmetal tarps and sheeting. such as plastic 
tarps, and unaftached vebscie and motile equipment parts. 
including ures, betienes, and unattached truck trailers. 
Persoas, plants, animals, and mincrals classifies living 
organisms (including infectious and parasitic agents) and 
their products, as well as raw, metallic, and nonmetallic 
minerals. The vast majority of cases coded to this division 


are in one of two major groups, person—ngured or il] worker 
or person—other than inyured or il] worker Bodily mouon 
or position of the injured, ill worker, the dominant sub- 
group of person—ngured or ill, includes stresses or strains 
induced by a free movement of the body or its parts, with 
no impact involved.

Structures and surfaces classifies al! types of structures 
and structural elements, including building structures and 
systems, sewers, scaffolds, towers, doors, and walls, as well 
as walking, working, and road surfaces. Excluded from 
this division are independent. unattached parts or maien. 
als, such as bricks and structural metals, as well as ladders. 
both fixed and temporary. 

The dormsnant major group within this division ts floors, 
walkways, and ground surfaces. These surfaces can be tem- 
porary or permanent, indoors or outdoor, above or below 
ground, and so forth Classified separately within this major 
group are escalators, floors, pnmanity floor of nuskding. ground. 
mchudhng athleuc fields. sadewalks paths, and outdoor walk 
ways, such as becycle paths and heking trails. stars and steps. 
streets and roads, inchuding dnveways. surfaces below ground 
level, not elsewhere classified, such as ditches and trenches.

Tools, mstruments, and equipment clasmfies handtools 
(nonpowcred, powered, and power not de‘ermuned), lad- 
ders (fixed and movable), equipment (photographac, pro- 
tecuve, recreation, and sthienc). and instruments (medical 
and surgical), as well as other tools, mstruments, and equip- 
ment, such as wheeichairs. Excluded from this division 
are parts known to be unattached and independent of a tool, 
such as unattached sew blades. or incidents where 2 tool 
was probably aot involved. 

Nonpowered handtools is the mayor group most often 
cited in thus division. Such tools are classified according to 
ther common functons, for example, knives and other cut- 
tng tools or shovels and other digging tools. Handtools in 
this group are not powered by electricity, fuel (gasoline, 
coal), aif, steam, water, or gunpowder Powered handtools, 
another major group commonly cited, include all handheld 
tools that require a source of energy to operate, such as 
powered saws and welding torches. Cutting or turning 
handtools (wrenches, for example) were cited most often in 
the major group, handtools—power not determined. Lad- 
ders largely went unspecified im that mayor group, but mov- 
able rather than fixed ladders were almost always cited when 
the source document provided sufficient information to make 
that distinction.

Vehicles for all modes of public, private, work-related, 
and recreational transportation comprise this division, in- 
cluding those pnmanily designed to transport people (eg .

serving primarily as recreational devices (e.g, bicycles, golf 
carts). Machinery, which are primarily used for agricul- 
tural, construction, logging, mining, manufacturing, and 
other processing purposes, are excluded from this division 
A vehicle code in this division was selected as the source of 
injury or illness whenever “transportation incident™ was 
selected as the event or exposure. 

Motonzed highway vehicle was. by far, the major group 
most commonly selected from this division. Besides trucks 
and avtomobiles, which are its dominant categones, the 
category includes buses. vans. and other vehicles which are 
pnmarily operated on highways and used for transporting. 
hauling, delivering, and emergencies. In terms of cases 
coded, the next two important major groups were plant and 
industrial powered vehicles and tractors, especially fork- 
lifts, and nonpowered plant and industna) vehicle, parvcu- 
larly carts, dollies, and handtrucks Other major groups in 
this division include ait vehicle, nommotonzed highway ve- 
hicle, primarily bicycles, nonindustrial, offroad vehac ‘«, such 


as golf carts, rail vehicle, and water vehicle. 

Tc other sources division classifies those sources of in- 
janes and illnesses that are not covered m the previous 611 
@vimons. Thus dvisson includes ammun:von and explo 
sive devices, appare! and textiles. atmospherx and env)- 
memental condspons. paper, books, and magazines. sicam. 
vapors, and lnquids (water. for example), not elsewhere clas- 
sified, and scrap, waste, and debris. The latter major group. 
which accounts for most of the division's cases, classifies 
discarded fragments of unknown ongin. such as ashes, gar- 
bage, sewage, and so forth, as well as other dirt, metal, 
wood, or unsdenufied particles. 


Event or exposure 

The event or exposure code structure descrnbes the man- 
ner in which the injury or illness was inflicted or produced. 
Through its use, BLS attempts to answer the broad ques- 
tion of how work injures and illnesses occur 

The BLS event or exposure classification structure is 
composed of seven specifically defined divisions: 


* Contact with objects or equipment; 

Falls; 

Bodily reaction and exerton, 

Exposure to harmful substances or environments. 
Transportation accidents. 

Pires and explosions, and 
Assaults and violent acts. 


Many injury-producing incidents, however, do not fall 
neatly into one of these divisions because the incidents are 


composed of a senes of events. In those instances, one might 
capture information on a micro-event but not on the overall 
incident that really merits prevention efforts To illustrate. 
consider what occurs in a traffic accident: A car slides on 
collides with a truck. The driver of the car has several 
injuries from striking parts of the car and being struck by 
broken glass 

If a macro-event—such as hitting the windshield or be- 
ing struck by flying glass—was coded within contact with 
objects and equipment, then the fact that the person was in 
a traffic accident, which was the fundamental reason for 
the inyunes, would be missed 

To avoid such omissions, BLS instructs its coders to give 
certain primary events precedence over other micro-events 
associated with them. These primary events, in order of 
precedence, included 


* Assaults and violent acts, 
* Transportation accidents, 
* Pires, and 

* Explosions.

For cxampiec, if 
a worker unimtienvonally dropped | k on another worker 
the disabling event would be stra. vy falling object, a de- 
tailed category withan the division Contact with objects or 
work cases resulting from intentional violence, such as 
shooungs dunng a i<Sbery, barroom brawls, rape, and at- 
tempted suicide, as weli as harmful actions of unknown 
intent, such as health care patents str-king thew caregivers. 
Assaults by anumals are also included im this division, ex- 
cept for venomous betes and stings whach are classified in 
the divisson exposure to harmful substances or covironments. 
portation vehicles, powered industnal vehicles, or powered 
motile industnal equipment in which at least one vehicle 
(or prece of motile equipment) 1s in normal operation and 
the injury or illness was duc to collision or wher type of 
traffic accident, loss of control, or a sudden stop, .tart, or 
jolting of a vehicle regardiess of the location of the «vent. 
This divisson contains very detailed mformation on macy 
tion of vehicles prior to collision, various kinds of 
noncollision accidents, the location of pedestrians struck 
by vehicles, and different types of railway, water, and air- 
classified as transportation accidents. For example. falls 
from vebucies not im movion generally are classified as falls 
from nonmoving vehicle and workers struck by msing fork - 
lifts are coded struck by object, unless the impact was also 
due to the travel of the vehicle. 

Fires and explosions have precedence over all other 
events and exposures except assaults and violent acts and 
m whech the person fell, pumped, mhaled a harmful sub- 
stance, Or was struck by or struck against an object as a 
result of a fire or explosion. Most fires incited in this 
division resulted from the unintentional ignition of an ob- 
ject or substance, or became uncontrolled after onginating 
at an intentional heat source, such as cooking oil. Fires re- 
sultng from expicsions and dhose which cause explosions 
are coded 1, fires bacause fires take precedence over explo- 
sions. Fires resulting from arson and bombings als” are 
included. An explosion 1s defined as a rapid expa: sion, 
ourbresk. bursting. or upheaval, exther unintentional or in- 
tentione!ly set. They include large explosions, such as a 
tank car, and small explosions, such as acrosol cans. For 
example. a hot water pressure system that explodes and 
burns a worker 1s classified as an cuplosson, taking prece- 
dence over contact with temperature extremes, a category 
m the division exposure to harmful substances and envi- 
ronments 
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Contact wath objects and equipment applies to myuncs 
oroduced by contact between the myured person and the 
soc of the injury cxcept when contact was duc to falls. 
transportaboe acceucets, fires, explomons, assaults. or vio- 
lemt acts. Six specific categories are included im this divi- 
ers: (1) Struck agasnst objects apples to myunes produced 
by forcible contact or impact when the movon producing 
the contact is primarily that of the injured person, such as a 
worker bumping into a file cabinet; (2) Struck by object 
includes cases where the motion producing the contact is 
primarily that of the source of injury, such as a nail dis- 
charged from a staple gun, rather than the person. (3) Caught 
mm of compressed by equipment or objects includes running 
equipment or machinery as well as rolling, sliding. and 
shifting objects; (4) Caught im or crushed in collapsing 
matenals mcbudes landshdes. cave-ins, and other collaps- 
ing structures, (5) Rubbed or abraded by friction or pres- 
sure mostly contains cases of foreign matter imtating the 
eye, and (6) Rubbed, abraded, or jarred by vibration are 
non-impact cases mostly resulting from vibrapon of vchacles. 
motile equipment. or machinery 

Falls are events in which the injury was produced by 
wmpact between the ingured person and the source of unyury 
when the motion producing contact was generated by grav - 
ity. They are classified into three broad groupings: Fall to 
lower level, jump to lower level, and fall on same level. 
Each of tnese groupings contain more specific codes, such 
as fall from roof edge. jump from scaffold, and fall tc oor, 
walkway, or other surface. Jumps are differentiate from 
falls by the fact that they are controlled and voluntary even 
if the worker jumped to avoid an uncontrolled fall. A lower 
level is defined as a pout of contact lower than the surface 
supporting the person at the inception of the fall Same level 
signifies a point of contact at or above the surface level! 
supporting the person at the incepuon of the fall. Excluded 
loss of balance but not a fall as well as falls from a vehicle 
involved im a transportation accident as defined im that d- 
vision: 

Bodily reaction and exertion applies to cases, usually 
non-impact, in which injury or illness resulted from free 
bodily movon, from excessive physical effon, or from rep- 
ctition of a bodily motion. Bodily reaction, one of the 
division's three major groups. generally includes cases i- 
volving musculo-skeletal or internal inr’-~y or illness re- 
sulting from the assumption of an unna._:al position. or 
from voluntary movements like climbing, or involuntary 
mouons induced by sudden noise, fight, or efforts to re- 
cover from slips or loss of balance (not resulting in falls) 
Overexertion cases involve an ow.side source of myury oF 
iliness, such as a heavy container, against which excessive 
physical effort was directed, such as lifting or carcying, when 
the mmyury of illness occurred 

Repetitive movon myunes of slinesses result from boxts!y 
movon which imposed stress oF stra. upon some part of 


the body due to a task’s repetitive nature. Three specific 
categories of repetitive motion are coded: (1) Typing or 
keyentry , (2) repetitive use of tool; and (3) repetitive plac- 
ing, grasping, or moving objects, except tools. Two other 
groupings of cases are included in this division: Sustained 
and bodily conditions, not elsewhere classified, that are not 
attributed to a specific event or exposure, such as heart at- 
tacks and strokes. 

Exposure to harmful substances or environments include 
nonimpact injuries and illnesses resulting from contact with, 
or exposure to, a condition or substance in the environ- 
ment. Included in this division are specific major group- 


ings for contact with electric current, such as direct or indi- 
rect contact with a machine or wiring; contact with tem- 
perature extremes, especially hot objects or substances such 
as welding torch flames or roofing tar; exposure to air pres- 
sure changes, primarily in aircraft; exposure to caustic, 
noxious, or allergenic substances, most commonly through 
skin contact or inhalation; exposure to noise, except for 
explosions; and exposure to radiation, particularly welding 
light. Two other groupings of cases also are included in 
this division: Exposure to traumatic or stressful event, not 
elsewhere classified, such as witnessing an accident, and 
oxygen deficiency, not elsewhere classified, such as under- 
water submersion.
